The specifications for the data 

connection from the new Court Case Management System to CMS have 

been completed. Owens Information Systems will now begin working 

on building the interface, which they expect to take four months. One 

member of the JUSTIS team is now focused on the Oracle upgrade 

work. 

Testing for the move to 1011 Turk Street will start on December 7th 

with a target date of December 20th for the production network 

cutover test.

They also want to work with JUSTIS and Owns Information 



Systems to review how probationers with bench warrants are tracked 

in CMS and how this may impact the automated alerts they receive. 

Superior Court 

The new Traffic Court system is live. The Court’s vendor is reviewing the 

CMS data dictionary. A technical discussion of Traffic Court data 

structure should be held in January.
